NEW YORK, May 1—(4)—The Arab countries lost a determined 
and heated fight in the United Nations Assembly Thursday night 
for a chance to plead their case for Palestine independence at this 
special session. 

The Assembly voted, 24 to 15, against putting or its agenda 
a proposal by the Arab states for consideration at this session of 
their demands for termination of the British mandate over Pales- 
tine and for independence of the Holy Land. 

Dr. Oswaldo Aranha, Assembly President, called a meeting 
of the Steering Committee for today at 11 a. m. and another meeting 
of the full Assembly itself at 3 p. m. 

The Steering Committee must decide the question of Jewish 
participation in the Assembly.

Secrecy Atomic Handicap--Lilienthal 


NEW YORK, May 1—(UP)—David E. Lilienthal, Chairman of 
the U. S. Atomic Energy Commission, said Thursday night that the — 
necessity for a United States “monopoly” on its knowledge of atomic 
energy presents the dilemma of retarding its own scientific progress. 

Lilienthal said that because the “alternative is a degree of dis- 
semination of information that under world conditions is unthink- 
able,” science must learn to make progress despite the handicap of 
secrecy. He spoke at an anniversary dinner of Popular Science 
Monthly. 


GOP Solons Dare Truman To Veto ‘Portal’ Bill 


WASHINGTON, May 1—(UP)—Congress Thursday sent to 
President Truman a bill to wipe out $6,000,000;000 in pending portal- 
to-portal pay suits and its Republican sponsors dared him to veto it. 

In an unusually direct challenge accompanying the final con- 
gressional action, the GOP Chairmen of the Senate and House Judi- 
ciary Committees declared in a joint statement that a veto might 
wreck the drive to cut prices and touch off major strikes. And 
they added: 

“If the President is so improperly advised as to veto this meas- 
ure, then he will, in effect, veto the American housewife, whose 
family budget is shrinking daily under the impact of high living 
costs. He will veto the Amerjcan worker, who is entitled to good 
pay and good working conditions. It is up to you, Mr. President'” 


Truman Asks Labor Unit Rule on Wages, Hours 


WASHINGTON, May 1—(4)—President Truman Thursday sub- 
mitted to Congress Government reorganization plans which would 
give the Secretary of Labor direct control over administration of 
wage and hour laws. 

They also provide for keeping the United States Employment 
Service under the Department of Labor and for the Labor Secre- 
tary to co-ordinate administration of acts regulating wages and 
hours on Federal public works contracts. 

In addition, the President again recommended to Congress the 
establishment of a single agency for the administration of housing 
programs, and asked for legislation to continue the present internal 
organization ot the War and Navy Departments. Basic changes were 
made during the war years in both the War and Navy Departments.

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Co-operation Needed 


The vote by which the Senate defeated 
the Morse proposal to recommit the labor 
bill is significant on two counts: 

1. It means that the President will be 
presented with proposed labor legislation 
reforms in an omnibus measure which he 
must accept or reject on an all-or-nothing 
basis. 


2. It indicates: that, if a presidential 
veto of the bill does materialize, there is 
little possibility of Congress overriding it. 


We have thought that it would be bet- 
ter for the several proposed—and, in most 
cases, undeniably needed—reforms to be 
enacted in separate measures. .Thus each 
could be judged on its own merits and 
the final decision rendered by Mr. Tru- 
man whom, in the final analysis, the na- 
tion will hold most accountable. 

But the Republicans, either out of fear 
that the President would play politics with 
the bills, or with a desire to play politics 
themselves, have determined to put all 
their labor reform eggs in one basket. 


Thus when the omnibus measure gets. 


to Mr. Truman, as shortly now it un- 
doubtedly will, he will be faced with the 
choice of signing it and alienating the 
majority of his labor following, or veto- 
ing it and disappointing the considerable 
segment of the population who have be-

come convinced that restrictive measures 
are needed to curb labor abuses. 

Indications are that he will choose the 
latter course, explaining his veto by say- 
ing that the bill is a punitive one which 
goes far beyond his original recommen- 
dations to Congress. 

That the expected veto will not be 
overridden in the Senate is seen in this 
week’s 59-to-35 vote against recommitting 
the bill to break it down into four sepa- 
rate measures, 

The lines were closely drawn for this 
vote and most seasoned political observers 
believe that, barring unexpected violence 
on the industrial front, they will hold 
throughout the present session. 

That means that, even though Sen. 
Bilbo does return to vote with anti-labor- 
ites, they will still fall several short of 
the two-thirds necessary to override. 

With such an impasse in prospect, it 
seems to us congressional leaders of both 
parties would be well advised to seek a 
conference with the President for the pur- 
pose of working out a compromise accept- 
able to both the executive and legislative 
departments. . 

The need for at least some degree of 
labor law reform is too critical at this time 
for it to be approached as a strictly po- 
litical maneuver. 


Forward Step at St. Simon 


The Constitution feels that all Georgians 
are vitally interested in St. Simon Island, 
one of the State’s most popular resorts. 


It is gratifying, therefore, to learn that 
Glynn County Commissioners have voted 
to prohibit all automobile and other ve- 
hicular traffic on St.. Simon beaches. 
Those acquainted with this Georgia play- 
ground need not be reminded of the hazard 
to bathers and others that automobile 
traffic has constituted in past years. 


The Brunswick News editorially points 


out that in the past automobiles have had_ 


unrestricted use of the beach. Last Sum- 
mer, the News recalls; the beaches were 
patrolled in an effort to enforce the speed 
limit. 

“This,” the News continues, “improved 
the situation somewhat, but the danger of 
serious accidents and possible death re- 
mained.” 

We agree with the News that Glynn 
Commissioners’ action is pleasing to all. 


Safeguarding Our Relief Commitments 


For the most part, House amendments 
to the post-UNRRA relief bill for war-dev- 
astated countries were more than merited. 


The administration request for $350,- 
000,000 to aid Italy, Greece, Hungary, Ro- 
mania. Austria and China was based, to 
be sure, on former Pres. Hoover’s report 
of conditions in those stricken areas. And 
congressional action to reduce the figure 
from $350,000,000 to $200,000,000 thus 
seems, at first glance, to be a rebuff both 
to Messrs. Truman and Hoover, as well as 
to Secretary of State Marshall. 


On the other hand, the $200,000,000 
which the House voted will prove ample 
for at least a while. Subsequent appro- 
priations can be made if time proves their 
need and feasibility. But if our program 
of assistance does not prove practical, then 
we will have saved $150,000,000 which 
otherwise probably could not be recov- 
‘ered. Every American wants to meet our 
responsibilities in the war-devastated 
countries. But few desire to continue to 


pour out aid for which there is neither 
need nor appretiation. 

In addition to lowering the ante, the 
House amended the original proposal with 
several restrictive clauses. 

Among other things, these would: 

1. Deny aid to countries with govern- 
ments dominated by Russia unless Ameri- 
can supervision of relief distribution is 
provided. 

2. Prohibit distribution of relief sup- 
plies in nations paying war reparations out 
of current production. 

3. Prohibit aid in areas where censor- 
ship prevents news reports of relief dis- 
tribution. 

4. Require at least 90 percent of relief 
supplies to be purchased in this country. 


These are, as aforesaid, logical safe-— 


guards. 

And whether the Senate votes the 
$350,000,000 originally asked or agrees 
with the $200,000,000 House version, we 
think such restrictions should be included 
in the final bill.

The Date-Line 
Of Soddy, Tenn. 


SODDY, Tenn.—Along about 1770 a man 

named William Soddor settled in a quiet little 

; valley with nice grass and a creek, at the foot- 

hills of one of the Great Smoky chains in East Tennessee, about 20 
miles up the Tennessee River from what is now Chattanooga. 


A settlement grew up about him and his trading post. 


In 1789 some Continental soldiers and their families moved in 
and settled. In the farming operations a large deposit of coal was 
discovered in the mountain and an iron forge was built. The Indians 
were friendly, after a fashion, and the communities grew. 


In 1792 a settlement of Welsh, led by Abraham Lloyd and 
R. C. Jenkins, came in. Among them were some Welsh who were 
miners and they assisted in opening the mine and putting it into 
operation, which continued well into the present century. 


The Welsh corrupted the spelling of the Soddor’s settle- 
ment to Soddy, because Soddy is the name of a well-known 
English family, and they insisted that Soddor didn’t know how to 
spell his own name. Spelling, as we know from the letters of An- 
drew Jackson and from almost every old courthouse and its pioneer 
records, was not one of the strengths of the frontier. 


That, in brief, explains the date line on this column. 
ther explanation is required and is hereby freely given. 


I am in Soddy to make a commencement speech. For the fol- 
lowing reasons, to-wit: In 1822 a new: group of settlers arrived at the 
valley, having come down from North Carolina and acquired land 
1@miles away along the Tennessee River. They were farmers. 

One: of their first acts was to establish a Presbyterian church, 
which, incidentally, still is in existence. These were my people, 
the families of William McGill, William Clift, James Wallace and 
James McCree being among the first presiding edlers. 

The organization meeting was held beneath a 


Presbyterian big oak hard by the Clift-McRee springs. As a 
boy I used to fish out of that spring and my uncle, whose house was 
on-a high hill above the spring, arranged a device whereby a 
bucket could be let down on a sort of wire trolley and pulled all 
the way back up to the house. It was so fascinating that the boys 
were available always to do the work, watching the bucket dis- 
appear down the hill, through the avenue cut for it through the 
trees, and then pulling its weight carefully back up so that not 
more than a fourth of it would spill. It was a huge, semi-circular 
spring, being at least 75 feet in breadth. I used to wade in the 
cold, clear stream that flowed from it. On driving up from our 
farm on the river we always halted the buggy or the team there for 
the horses to drink. I have seen a sort of social gathering grow 
there as the farmers would halt their teams and remain to talk. 


As a boy I would sit and listen. 

River In one of the TVA developments the lake from the dam- 
ming of Chickamauga Creek covered this spring. The 

whole area is changed. The river, which we could see from our 

farmhouse front porch, looking across a pasture and a bottom strip 

where we always grew corn, now laps within a few hundred feet of 

the old house itself. 

I had not been here in 20 years. But I remember the town and 
the unpainted general store that smelled of tobacco, of calico and 
dry goods, of cheese, kerosene and bananas. I remember the kero- 
sene can, its spigot carelessly stoppered with an Irish potato. (How 
much are they now, per pound?) And I remember the flares from 
the coke ovens, we could see long after we had left town, going 
into the gathering dusk of the homeward journey. Later on, when 
I read Dante’s Inferno, I thought of the sight of Soddy’s coke ovens 
by night, the sky dancing with the lurid red of their flames. I re- 
call the soda pop with the wire and rubber stopper once drove 
down into the bottle. 

I remember, too, the farm and the river, the rafts that went 
by, the stories of the old pioneer days and the had Winters when 
the river froze over and deer were chased across it with hounds. It 
was a big, often turbulént river before TVA tamed it. I remem- 
ber the steamboats and journeys on them; the steamboat stores, 
which put in at the landings and threw-down a gangplank for the 
customers to come aboard and visit their lamp-lit interiors, redolent 
with smells of coffee, soap, dry goods and packaged items of medi- 
cine, flavoring extracts and other goods. I can still smell the dust 
of the road and the sweat of a horse as I rode to a cross-roads store. 

I recall the first time I ever paddled a small boat across the 
Tennessee, mighty excited and afraid. I remember the sorrow 
when it took the lives of some of my kinsmen. 


But fur- 


We were a closely held kin, emotional in the Celtic 
manner, which is to conceal emotion badly. Today, 
even, | have difficulty not weeping over sad movies and moving 
passages in poetry or books. 

When I was six my people moved to Chattanooga, but every 
Summer until I was 16 I was back there plowing and working and 
digging in Indian mounds. You never quite get over being born 10 
miles from a post office. 

So that is why that dateline is there. Months ago I got a let- 
ter asking me to make the commencement talk at the consolidated 
school of Soddy and another village named Daisy, three miles dis- 
tant.

Education Equality 
Right of Children 


The Bill of Rights, those first amendments to 
the U. S. Constitution, setting forth the funda- 
mental, basic rights of all American citizens, re- 

mains merely a tragic fantasy so long as opportunity for education 
of any child is not equal with that of. all other children, 

Notice, please, I say “opportunity for education,” not equality 
of education. That is impossible, because no two children are equal 
in capacity to be educated. But it is tragedy when an American 
child is denied the possibility of schools equal to those other 
American children attend, merely by accident of birth or the 
chance of place of residence. 

It is this failure of our present system to provide every Ameri- 
can child with equality of opportunity to secure the foundation stone 
in the arch of “life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness,” which 
makes it not only advisable, but imperative that some means be 
worked out whereby the Federal Government can equalize the 
educational funds which, under our system of State and local school 
financing, are so unequal. 


Tragic Disparity 


The tragic disparity in the money available 
for a child’s education, in many States, is 
not the fault of the child nor of its parents Nor is it the fault 
even of the State itself. In many a State which can afford only a 
scant pittance, compared to some others, for this purpose, the poorer 
State is, nonetheless, spending a far higher proportion of its total 
revenue on schools than is the richer State. 

It would be only fair and American if funds provided by the 
richer States, through federal taxation, were appropriated to make 
up the difference in school funds, per child, in the poorer States. 
Not that the question of fairness is, primarily, an affair of States 
or even of taxpayers. It is an affair of childhood and of the handi- 
cap, or lack of handicap, which is to follow those children through- 
out their lives. 

It is beside the point for the richer States to object to helping 
pay for the schooling of children in the poorer States. For there is 
no guarantee—nay, there is little likelihood—that these same 
children, become adults, will remain in the States of their- birth 
and of their schooldays. Thousands of pitifully under-educated, 
even illiterate—residents of some of our wealthiest States today, 
are natives of States which could not give them even decent pri- 


mary school training. 

Bills- have been introduced in Congress to 
Unfounded Fear provide school equalization funds which 
would, to some degree, at least, overcome thi: unfair disparity in 
educational opportunity for the children of different States. So far, 
they have failed of passage. I am ashamed to admit that this 
failure is largely due to the opposition of Congressmen from the 
South, from some of the States where school expenditures are the 
lowest.in the Nation. 

The excuse advanced by these shortsighted Representatives is, 
forsooth, that they fear federal control of schools if federal money 
is used for the creation of better schools, the payment of better 
teachers. 

Ex-Congressman Ramspeck, of Georgia’s Fifth District, was 
author of one bill for a school equalization fund. That bill specifi- 
cally, categorically and plainly provided that full control of all 
schools should remain in the hands of the States and of the local 
schoo] boards. Federal voice in direction of policies, of administra- 
tion, of curricula, of system, was definitely prohibiged. Yet that bill, 
too, failed of enactment. 

Until some system of equality in school opportunity, as between 
one State and another, between one county and another, between 
city and rural districts, is devised and operated, the American pledge 
of equality of opportunity to all her citizens remains a false gesture 
and nothing mare. For how can an illiterate enjoy equality of 
opportunity with an educated competitor? There will be no 
equality of opportunity in life until equality of educational oppor- 
tunity in childhood is first provided.

Democrats claim that the Republicans are pressing for action 
this session as a means of avoiding the stigma of not carrying out 
pledges made in the last campaign. 

It boils down to both sides accusing each other for opposite 
reasons. 


All of this sounds something like a political thought twister. so 


it should be interesting to explore the situation. 
Risk As between the two accusations it yould seem that the 

Republican charge holds less water for the reason that the 
Republicans will be in control of Congress next year, just as they 
are now. The party that initiates and passes a tax reduction bill 
will certainly be given credit by the electorate for what it has done. 
Hence it would be just as advantageous for the Republicans to claim 
‘this credit next year as it would now. 

President Truman, on the other hand, seems to be taking con- 
siderable political risk in opposing tax reduction at the present 
time, however sound his reasons may be for doing so. 

The public, long weacy of the heavy tax burden imposed during 
the war years, is not likel: to be impressed by appeals to maintain 
taxes at high levels merely for the purpose of reducing the na- 
tional debt. 


For these reasons the charge of Chairman Knutson, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, that President Truman is “playing 
partisan politics with the tax situation” does not make sense. 

His suspicion that the Administration is trying to postpone tax 
legislation until next year, and then attract voters by claiming 
credit for any reductions made are not well founded. If a tax re 
duction bill is put through either this session or the next, it will 
have to be done with Republican votes, since the GOP is in full 
control of both Houses of Congress. 

That tends to-wash out the Knutson charge. 


Cautious Perhaps the Administration may be a _ bit over-cau- 
tious in opposing tax legislation now. But it is better 
to be over-cautious than too optimistic over Federal revenues. 

The country would welcome a reduction in the Federal levies, 
no doubt. Yet the wiser course would seem to call for delay until 
we know what the facts are with respect to the budget and revenues, 

Republicans’ efforts at tax reductions are based on the assump- 
tion that the budget not only will be balanced this year, but that 
we will end up the current: fiscal year with a substantial surplus. 
That is something that remains to be seeh. 

We don't know yet what the balance sheet will show at the 
close of the books, and certainly it would be better to wait and see 


before giving everybody tax relief. 
Pledges The chief fault with the Republican program has been 
that they have sought to put tax reduction legislation 
before everything else. If more sober minds in the Senate had not 
prevailed, the chances are that a bill would have been passed on the 
subject long ago, prior to action on the various appropriations bills, 
: Much of this lends itself to the suspicion that the Republicans 
have been too anxious to carry out pledges made rather loosely in 
the last campaign. Too many of the party’s individual leaders 
promised tax reduction as one of the prime features of the GOP 
program, if the Republicans were returned to power last November. 

Now that the party has won control of Congress these ieaders 
see. where the Republicans will be embarrassed somewhat, if they 
fail to keep the pledge. Naturally the Democrats would be expected 
to make the most of any such failure on the part of their opponents. 

As things stand today, it looks as though both sides will win 
out in the maneuverings on the issue. The Republicans have the 
votes to pass a tax reduction bill, but they seem to lack the strength 
to pass it over a presidential veto. 

Thus. the GOP will have discharged its campaign pledge, while 
President Truman stands to have his way about deferring action 
until next year.

Mr. Don Long, well-known human being and 
a charter member of the Florida-Alabama Worm 
Fiddlers’ Association, was in the office again 
today agog with excitement.

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= -Despite the Record, 
Phalanx, Is the Horse 


EN ROUTE TO LOUISVILLE, May 1—Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt Whitney, like his father and 
grandfather, has bred and raced horses which 
made turf history. , 

He represents the third generation of his fam- 
ily to race horses in this country. Occasionally, 


the Whitneys have purchased horses from other breeders but what 
‘Was a rare transaction was the purchase of half interest in a colt 
named Phalanx. 

_ Phalanx, by Pilate-Jacola, was bred by Abe Hewett at his Mon- 
tana Hall Stud in White Post, Va., and foaled on March 5, 1944. 
elgg a the bay colt was a yearling, Whitney acquired half interest 
in him. 

On Saturday, this distance-galloping beauty will go post- 
wards a heavy favorite to win the nation’s most coveted 
racing event—the Kentucky Derby. 

Numerous factors have entered the picture to gain for him the 
role of favorite, but hardly his record as a two-year-old, when he 
won only five of 15 starts and was unplaced six times. 

However, horse-wise Kentuckians, their watches on early- 
morning workouts, their judgment of a horse’s ability to go 
the distance and carry the weight, their quick detection of 
any sign of unfitness, have placed him at the top of the 
field and he is likely to go to the post at seven or eight to five. 
Phalanx has raced twice as a three-year-old, which means he 

has entered two races since Jan. 1, 1947. He finished third in his 
initial outing and then romped to such an impressive win in the 
first half of the Wood Memorial, his Derby stock immediately 
jumped to the top of the board. 

As a two-year-old, Phalanx won his first start as a maiden 
and then finished third to Grand Admiral and I Will in a 
$25,000 race. He finished fourth and fifth in his next two 
starts and the skeptics forgot about him as a Derby con- 
tender. 

But the railbirds noted something in the colt. They saw that, 
while he was a slow beginner, he was the solid type colt and could 
really turn it on in the closing stages of a race. 

This belief was borne out in later races. In a mile-and-a- 
sixteenth event at Jamaica last October, Phalanx seemed 
hopelessly out of it at the start. However, he slowly im- 
proved his position and in the stretch came a-flying to win 
by three-quarters otf a length. | 
In later races, he showed the same stuff and those in the know 

realized that not much could be expected from him in the early 
stages of a race. 

Last November, in his final race as a two-year-old, Phalanx 
went to the post at Pimlico for the mile-and-a-sixteenth Wal- 
den Stakes. He was second choice behind the Calumet entry 
of Fervent and Faultless. 

Phaianx was being ridden by Ruperto Donoso that :day, one of 
a half dozen jockeys to ride him in 1946. He made his usual tardy 
getaway and was just beginning a bold rush when he ran upon the 
heels of another horse and lost his rider. 

He moved faster than Donoso expected, for the Chilean 
boy said simply: “He ran away with me.” 

This ability to go the distance and carry the weight on any kind 
of track is why the Whitney-Hewitt colt will be the favorite with 
the majority of the 125,000 at Churchill Downs Saturday.

The rest of the field will be carefully scrutinized by the 
long-shot players. It is from such horses as Cosmic Bomb, 
Stepfather, W. L. Sickle, Star Reward, Double Jay and Lib- 
erty Road, that the two-dollar bettors hope to discover an- 
other Gallahadion, the 35-to-l shot which beat Bimelich in

He contended the bills were actu- 
ally written in Garsson offices to 
make it appear a legitimate busi- 
ness transaction had been -made, 
after the Garssons learned the 
Government was investigating. 

2. Robert P. O’Connor, Center- 
ville, Iowa, bookkeeper for the Ba- 
tavia (Ill.) Metal Products Com- 
pany, a Garsson firm, testified he 
was “instructed” at a meeting with 
Henry Garsson and other Batavia 
officials to alter Batavia books.

Q—Which stars neither rise nor 
set? 

A—That depends on where you 
are. At the poles no stars ever rise 
or set but all move in horizontal 
circles around the sky, At the 
‘equator all stars rise and set ver- 


‘tically. In between, most stars rise 
and set slantingly, but the stars 


near the poles of the sky merely 
go around the pole in circles. How 
many do that depends on the lati- 
tude of the observer. The biggest 
possible circle at any point has a 
radius equal to the height of the 
pole star above the horizon, And 
that in turn is exactly the same 
as the latitude of the observer.

ucts.” he said.

MAY AWAKE ON LIMB 

With the Government com- 
mitted to the theory of free trade 
and lower tariffs, Jacobs said “the 
textile industry of America may 
find itself out on a limb with no 
friends at court or out of court to 
help us.” Jacobs urged delegates 
to eliminate waste, abolish unnec- 
essary expenses and reduce costs” 
so that you may be better pre- 
pared to meet the competition of 
the future.” 

Planning of another kind was 
called for by Rev. George D. 
Heaton. Pastor of the Myers Park 
Baptist Church of Charlotte, who 
asked the textile executives to en- 
large its activity in the field of 
human relations. Pointing to the 
increasing antagonism between la- 
bor and management, Dr. Heaton 
said the saturation point had just 
about been reached. 

PUBLIC TIRED OF STRIKES 

The public is nauseated by the 
recent round of strikes, while at 
the same time there is a resurgent 
spirit on the part of employees 
for more of a voice in their own 
futures, he said. The outspoken 
churchman urged employers with 
unionized employees to go beyond 
contract agreements to prevent de-, 
terioriation of labor-management 
relationships. He also requested 
executives of non-unionized mills 
to devote all their intelligence and 
understanding to solving the prob- 
lems. of human relations. 

For proper human relations, em- 
plovees must be given a sense of 
security and worth, Dr. Heaton 
said. asking his audience for in- 
creased “social sensitivity” and at- 
tention to their personnel’s prob- 
lems. 

“Don't feel proud because you 
ean call every man in your mill 
by his first name,” he advised; 
“vou know what you're calling 
them but do you know what 
they're calling you?”
